EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

There is marked ant activity involving the entire body. There 
are numerous patches of skin which have been devoured by ants. 

The 5 foot 4 inch, 93 pound frail and cachectic body is that 
of a black female consistent with the stated age of 32 years. The 
scalp is atraumatic. The black curly scalp hair is unkempt and has 
4-5 braids. The earlobes are pierced. The external auditory 
canals are free of blood. The irides and pupils are cloudy. The 
conjunctivae are hyperemic. The nose is intact and there appears 
to be a small quantity of blood. The lips are eroded secondary to 
insect activity. The oral cavity has an intact frenulum with the 

buccal mucosa free of contusion. The native dentition is present 

and is in a poor state of repair. The left upper second incisor 

has a gold cap. The right incisor is decaying. The neck is 

atraumatic. There is intense insect activity involving the entire 
neck. The chest, aside from insect activity, is unremarkable. 
Aside from insect activity, the breasts are symmetrical without 
palpable masses. The abdomen has striae. Beginning at the 
umbilicus, an old 6 inch surgical scar is on the midline. The 
upper extremities, aside from insect activity are free of scars or 
injury. The wrists are free of scars. The lower extremities, 
apart from insect activity, are unremarkable. There is pink 
nail polish on the toenails. The back is atraumatic and 
unremarkable with the exception of insect activity. 

EVIDENCE OF INJURY: 

The left vaginal introitus from 3:30 to approximately 5:30 
appears abraded. There is blood and other fluid in the perianal 
region. The vagina itself is free of laceration or contusion. The 
thighs are free of laceration or contusion. The anus is free of 
laceration or contusion. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The 210 gram heart has a smooth and shiny epicardial surface. 
The coronary arteries originate at the base of the aorta and follow 
their normal course. They are elastic and widely patent through¬ 
out. The myocardium is homogeneously flabby, mottled, and brown. 
There is no evidence of fibrosis. The endocardium and trabeculae 
carnae are glistening and free of fibrosis. The valve cusps are 
freely mobile. The chordae tendineae are delicate. The orifices 
of the coronary arteries are free of obstruction. The aorta and 
carotid arteries are elastic and free of arteriosclerosis or 
occlusion.

The 660 gram right lung and 640 gram left lung have mottled 
gray-dark red, smooth surfaces. The mottled red-pink cut surfaces 
are boggy and spongy with congestion and edema. There is some 
fibrosis involving the posterior left upper lobe. The major 
bronchi have a red-brown, frothy fluid in their lumina. The 
underlying bronchi are hyperemic. The pulmonary vasculature is 
free of thromboemboli or atheromatosis. 

The tongue is free of contusion or laceration. The hyoid bone 
is intact. The thyroid cartilage is free of contusion. Dissection 
of the major muscles of the neck does not reveal evidence of 
hemorrhage. The trachea is pink-tan and free of petechiae. 

The 1060 gram liver has a smooth brown shiny surface. The 
parenchyma is homogeneously dark brown throughout. The gallbladder 
contains approximately 2 cubic centimeters of light green bile. 
Calculi are absent. 

The 35 gram spleen has a dark blue-gray capsule. The 
parenchyma is gelatinous without prominence of lymphoid follicles. 
The major lymph node groups of the body are enlarged. 

The 70 gram right kidney and 90 gram left kidney have smooth 
dark brown surfaces. The parenchyma is homogeneously brown 
throughout. The corticomedullary junctions are distinct. The 
bladder is contracted. The bladder mucosa is gray and 
unremarkable. 

The uterus has been surgically removed. The remaining ovary 
is cystic. 

The 1180 gram brain has a mild flattening of the sulci and 
gyri. The arachnoid membrane is translucent. The pacchionian 
granulations are unremarkable. The vasculature of the circle of 
Willis is fre of aneurysm or atheromatosis. The ventricles are not 
dilated. The basal ganglia are symmetric. The brain stem is free 
of blood. The white matter is not expanded. 

The stomach contains approximately 200 cubic centimeters of of 
green fluid in which are recognizable fragments of corn and rice. 
The gastric mucosa is unremarkable. The serosal aspects of the 
small and large intestines are smooth and shiny. 

The pancreas is light pink and soft. The adrenal glands are 
present bilaterally with distinct corticomedullary junctions. The 
thyroid gland is firm, red-brown and unremarkable.

The head is close to the left rear tires of the 
trailer. The body, which is in a face-up position has the distal 
left upper extremity underneath the proximal left thigh. There 
is marked ant activity. A pink sweater type garment which is 
crumpled is on top of the left ankle. A light blue bra having an 
anterior clasp which appears unhooked or torn exposing the 
breasts is noted. There is a raised synthetic slip above the 
pubes. The slip appears to have been torn from the left side. 
There is a small quantity of blood present on the slip. The 
right proximal upper extremity is through one leg of the panties.

The slayings stopped once Wil¬ 
liams was jailed in early April on the

The first of the 19 victims — 18 
of them black and one Hispanic — 
was found dead in July 1987.

Dead women had links to rapist

Where Charles Henry Williams went, 
women died. 

Four were killed near his family home in . 
Ovcrtown. A fifth was a neighbor. Four more 
died in a North Dade prostitution zone where 
the tall baby-faced 32-year-old used to wan¬ 
der. Two others were found just outside thif* 
area. And two were murdered in a Browns¬ 
ville neighborhood where he' used to smoke 
crack. 

Williams tells police it's coincidence. 

Homicide detectives think it's a pattern. 

Police say theconvieted rapist is a suspect 
in these 13 slayings and five others, which 
date back more than two years.

Landau, who helped win an ac¬ 
quittal for Williams in a 1986 rape 
trial, won’t comment on the case or 
the homicide investigation. Nor will 
he allow his client to speak to The 
Herald. 

In statements to police, Williams 
has denied killing the women. 

Born in Georgia, he grew up in a 
neatly kept Overtown townhouse 
with his mother, brother and sis¬ 
ters. ■ 

By 1986, he had been accused of 
seven rapes—including assaults on 
two 15-year-old schoolgirls — and 
was profiled in The Herald as a ca¬ 
reer criminal who knew how to plea 
bargain and beat the system. 

His accusers describe the same 
modus operandi: He starts with 
sweet talk and suddenly turns vi¬ 
cious as he chokes his victims un¬ 
conscious. 

Two years ago when Williams was 
out of jail, young women started dy¬ 
ing mysteriously in his Overtown 
neighborhood. They were found al¬ 
most nude, their legs spread and no 
visible trauma. 

Miami cops were puzzled. Initial 
autopsies turned up a new theory—

caine once too often. 

They were , well-known in thfi Ov¬ 
ertown neighborhood as heavy 
crack-users. 

So was Williams. 

"He'd say, 'I’ve got money. Let's 
get drugs,'" remembered neighbor 
Audrey Salles. , 

One of Williams’ teen-age neigh¬ 
bors took him up oq'|the offer in 
April 1988 — and was found dead 
hours later, said the {victim's best 
friend, Aida Rodriguez, 17. , 


She said Williams offered her and 
16-year-old Sharmanita Grays 
“some weed’’ when they went to 
the Bay Point Motel, 3530 Biscayne 
Blvd. Later, Rodriguez left her 
friend with a heavily perspiring, 
crack-using Williams who wouldn't 
let her back into the room. 

That’s the last time Rodriguez 
saw Grays alive. Her body was 
found hours later sprawled, legs 
apart and nearly nude, on a stairwell 
-atthemoteL 

Rodriguez told Miami homicide 
investigators her suspicions. Miami 
police have since refused to discuss 
the case. 

Since then, two other victims 
were seen with Williams on their 
last day. 

In October 1988, Williams sought 
sex from prostitute Erica Edwards 
on the night she died near the hook¬ 
er zone on Northwest 79th Street, 
said witness Beverly Gunder James. 

She said Williams, identifying 
himself as 'Tony,” approached her 
on Oct. 22,1988, at the Tropicana 
Bar, 1057 NW 79th St 

"He came out of the bushes," 
James said in a telephone interview. 
“He asked me where I was going, 
and I said to the bar. He asked if I 
'dated' (slang for hooking], and I said 
no. He asked if I smoked cocaine and 
1 said no. He asked me if I knew any- 
onewhodid. 

‘T said yes —Erica.” 

She said she then introduced him 


to Edwards. 

“I said, 'Erica, this is Tony. He 
seems like a nice guy. Be nice to 


The next morning, Edwards’ body 
was discovered in a nearby field. 
She had been dead for hours. 

That same day, James told police, 
Williams grabbed her from behind 
and choked her. “He picked me off 
the ground and put a book on me and 
I couldn’t spring loose,” she said. 

“The man was on top of me,” she 
added. “I was on my stomach.” 

A neighbor saw the attack and 
scared him off, she said. 

Five days later—and after three 
more women had been found dead m 
the area — James spotted Williams 
at a friend’s house near the hooker 
zone. 

Metro police arrested him there 
an attempted second-degree mur¬ 
der charge. 

He was released in early Decem¬ 
ber after prosecutors dropped the 
case. They couldn’t find James. She 
moved to Oklahoma soon after the 
assault 

Five months later, Williams was 
seen with victim Brenda Hernandez 
on the day she was strangled in an 
open field in Brownsville, police told 
her mother, Mercedes Hernandez. 

The victim had lived just a few 
blocks from a crack den near J ft J 
Groceries at 2656 NW 46th St 
where Williams hung out 

Two other victims, Barbara Atm 


Black and Barbara Lattimore, hung 
out at the same crack den, several 
witnesses said. "He liked the girls,” 
remembered store owner John Ben¬ 
nett. 

Williams was arrested at the 
crack den when he tried to run from 
detectives investigating Hernan¬ 
dez's murder. 

While canvassing the neighbor¬ 
hood for witnesses, detectives ran 
into a woman who said Williams had 
raped her in the same neighborhood 
two weeks earlier. 

She said she was initially fooled by 
his appearance. “A clean-cut guy, 
she noted. 

She agreed to Williams’ offer: 
$10, two cocaine rocks and half a 
pound of marijuana for sex. The 
next thing she knew, he was choking 
her and forcing her to have sex. 

“The man chokes you like he in¬ 
tends to kill you. It's not a choke 
where he's playing with you at aO. 
He wants to kill you,” she said in a 


sworn statement. 

"The look on the guy’s free — it 
totally changed from that nice per¬ 
sonality, nice gentleman, hud- 
working gentleman to a damn mani¬ 
ac,” she testified. . 

Metro detectives charged Wi¬ 
liams with rape. 

Within a week, Miami police fol¬ 
lowed with another rape charge. A 
woman from Brownsville accused 
Williams of choking and taping her 
in March. 

Since early April, Williams has 
been in jail, lately in solitary. 

“He’s there for his own protec¬ 
tion based on his notoriety,” said 
Dade Jail Lt Jim Wood. ( 

Williams passes his days watching 
TV or talking to another prisoner— 
Charlie Street, accused killer of two ; 
Metro officers. ; 

Williams has impressed LL Wood > 
with his politeness and quiet de-i 
meaner.
